Synagogue-Community  Centre  Project 
Reaches  Final  Planning  Stage 


Recent  events  in  connection  with  the 
Synagogue-Centre  emphasize  the  increased 
activity  which  will  culminate  in  the  com- 
mencement of  building  operations  within 
the  next  few  months. 

Of  considerable  interest  is  the  change 
which  took  place  in  the  organization  at  a 
meeting  of  contributors  held  on  May  31 
last.  At  that  time,  a set  of  general  By- 
Laws  was  adopted  for  the  management  of 
the  Synagogue-Centre,  and  the  active  cont- 
rol was  vested  in  a Board  of  twenty-five 
Directors  who  were  elected  at  that  time. 
Immediately  following  this  general  meeting, 
t he  Directors  met  and  pursuant  to  the 
By-Laws  elected  officers. 

Interesting  features  of  these  By-Laws 
were  first,  to  provide  that  Directors  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  members, 
whereas  previously,  members  of  the  Execut- 
ive Committee  had  held  office  by  reason 
of  positions  which  they  occupied  on  other 
bodies,  and  second,  to  provide  for  the 
election  of  officers  by  the  Directors.

At  a meeting  of  Directors  held  on  June 
13,  which  was  attended  by  representatives 
of  the  two  firms  of  architects  who  are 
preparing  plans  and  specifications,  the 
Directors  examined  the  plans  in  great 
detail  and  approved  construction  of  the 
first  unit  of  the  project.  This,  as  previously 
indicated  will  consist  of  a building  on  the 
northerly  portion  of  the  Chapel  Street 
property  to  include  an  assembly  hall,  stage, 
dressing  rooms,  projection  room,  kitchen, 
pantry,  youth  lounges  and  game  rooms 
and  meeting  rooms. 

In  commenting  on  this  the  Directors 
point  out  that  they  are  follow'ing  the 
decision  reached  by  the  contributors  that

the  immediate  building  programme  should 
be  governed  by  the  amount  of  money 
presently  available  and  that  no  new  cam- 
paign for  funds  should  be  launched  until 
the  first  unit  is  completed  or  at  least  well 
under  way.  Thus,  in  spite  of  popular 
demand  for  a synagogue  and  gymnasium, 
by  far  the  most  urgent  needs  are  proper 
facilities  for  meetings,  concerts,  weddings, 
bar-mitzvahs  and  for  youth  recreational 
activities.  The  provision  of  these  faci- 
lities in  the  first  unit  to  be  built  will 
approximately  exhaust  the  funds  presently 
at  our  disposal. 

Having  adopted  a “pay-as-you-go”  policy, 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  all 
contributors  pay  any  outstanding  amounts 
still  due  on  their  original  pledges.  The 
argument  has  been  advanced  bv  some  that 
they  will  pay  when  building  starts,  but  it 
is  obviously  impossible  to  start  building 
until  the  Directors  know  exactly  how  much 
money  will  be  available.  Contributors 
are,  therefore,  earnestly  requested  to  make 
their  final  payments  now. 

The  Directors  have  not  lost,  sight  of  the

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THE  RATIONALE  OF  THE 
DIETARY  LAWS

Mosl  Jews  are  ready  to  offer  an  explan- 
ation of  the  Jewish  dietary  laws.  Even 
those  who  more  or  less  disregard  them  will 
give  a reason  for  them,  though  they  may 
brush  that  reason  aside  as  unsatisfactory 
for  our  times.  Those  who  are  loyal  to 
these  regulations  of  Jewish  religious  living 
will  often  justify  their  observance  with  the 
assertion  that  the  Jewish  dietary  laws  are 
fundamentally  health  laws.  Trichinosis 
from  eating  pork,  or  typhoid  from  eating 
oysters,  and  other  physical  health  facts  will 
be  adduced  in  support  of  their  explanation. 
This  was  and  still  is  true.  But  this  is  not 
the  reason  which  the  Bible  gives  for  these 
laws. 

Or  we  may  be  told  that  the  dietary  laws 
are  a traditional  expression  of  Jewish  folk 
custom,  analogous  to  the  avoidance  of  eat- 
ing the  flesh  of  any  animal  by  the  Hindu 
or  horseflesh  by  the  English.  The  loyal 
Jew,  desirous  of  preserving  the  characteris- 
tic richness  of  the  historic  national  sancta 
and  mores  of  the  Jewish  people,  will  there- 
fore be  zealous  in  adhering  to  these  observ- 
ances as  an  essential  part  of  this  traditional 
Jewish  character.  This  also  is  true.  But  this 
is  not  the  reason  given  for  them  by  the 
Bible. 

A third  explanation  offered  is  that  ob- 
servance of  the  dietary  laws  is  enjoyed  not 
only  for  their  positive  enrichment  of  Jewish 
living,  but  also  for  their  value  in  preserving 
Jewish  identity  in  a non-Jewish  environ- 
ment. The  dietary  laws  set  up  a needed 
line  of  demarcation  beyond  which  lies, that 
more  intimate  social  mixing  which  so  read- 
ily leads  to  mixed  marriages  and  loss  of 
religious  identity.  This  also  is  true.  But 
it  remains  true  that  the  Bible  does  not 
mention  this  as  the  reason  for  the  dietary 
laws. 

The  Bible  gives  one  and  only  one  reason 
for  them.  That  reason  is  not  one  of  na- 
tional health  or  of  physical  health  but  one 
of  spiritual  health. 

The  Bible  uniformly  regards  the  dietary 
laws  as  a discipline  of  holiness.  They  are 
a discipline  of  purity  exercised  in  a field 
that  can  otherwise  so  readily  become  gross. 
They  are  a discipline  of  the  spirit  imposed 
on  a process  that  is  otherwise  entirely  phy- 
sical. They  are  an  insistence  that  man’s 
eating  should  be  not  only  a satisfaction  of 
his  bodily  appetites  but  should  also  be  an 
exercise  in  holiness  of  the  soul.  The  dietary 
laws  take  one  of  the  most  regularly  recur- 
rent physical  actions  of  life  and  invest  it 
with  the  aura  of  sanctity. 
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THE  BENEFITS  FROM 
KASHRUTH 

The  Jewish  Dietary  Laws,  important 
among  the  fundamental  laws  of  Judaism, 
are  responsible  to  a considerable  degree  for 
the  spiritual  preservation  of  the  Jewish 
people,  and,  in  a like  measure,  for  the 
hy  gienic  development  which,  in  the  life 
of  the  Jew,  proved  to  be  of  remark- 
able combative  resistance  to  various  diseas- 
es. 

It  is  a cardinal  principle  of  Judaism  that 
man  must  take  the  greatest  care  of  his 
health  and  it  is  considered  his  sacred  duty 
to  observe,  consistent  with  Jewish  laws, 
those  hygienic  regulations  promulgated  not 
only  in  the  Bible  but  advocated  by  medical 
specialists  at  all  times.  A considerable 
section  of  the  Jewish  laws  of  conduct  deal 
with  purely  hygienic  practices;  and  among 
them  are  discussed  various  articles  of  diet 
which  may,  or  may  not,  be  partaken  of  on 
account  of  their  hygienic  importance.  Exa- 
mined from  the  sanitary  point  of  view  or 
from  the  point  of  view  of  public  health,  the 
Jewish  dietary  laws  and  injunctions  have 
through  all  ages  been  regarded  by  Jews  and 
Gentiles  as  of  the  greatest  practical  hygienic 
value. 

The  laws  of  Kashruth  form  a vital  source 
necessary  for  the  sustenance  of  health  and 
life  of  a people  which  looks  far  into  the 
future.  Physical  strength  is  not  derived 
from  quantity  of  food  one  assimilates  in 
his  system,  but  from  quality. 

The  term  “Kosher”  means  “fit”  or 
"proper”;  it  does  not  mean  clean  alone 
as  many  suppose.  Kosher  implies  that 
the  animal  is  among  those  permitted  to 
be  eaten;  that  it  was  slaughtered  properly, 
and  that  it  is  not  “Traifoh.” 

The  term  “Traifoh”  is  used  for  all  for- 
bidden food.  In  regard  to  animals  it  means 
that  the  animal  has  a disease,  an  ailment 
or  an  injury  which  could  cause  it  to  die.

HATE,  HOPE  AND  HIGH  EXPLOSIVES. 
By  George  Fielding  Eliot.  Bobbs  Merrill  Co. 
1948.  284  pp.  $2.75. 

Even  before  the  courage  and  discipline 
of  the  Israeli  Army  successfully  re-establish- 
ed the  nation  of  Israel,  George  Fielding 
Eliot,  with  accuracy  appraised  the  strength 
of  Jewish  arms. 

In  dramatic  first  hand  account,  Mr.  Eliot 
brings  the  reader  face  to  face  with  the  im- 
portant figures  of  the  Middle  East.  With 
his  keenly  alert  mind,  he  reports  the  human 
story  of  the  Jew,  Arab,  Turk,  Greek  and 
Iranian.  He  interviews  the  leaders  of  all 
these  peoples,  in  addition  to  British  and 
American  military  leaders,  drawing  his  own 
conclusions  and  giving  facts  about  the 
Middle  East,  their  military  strength  and 
conflicts.  This  is  written  as  a personal 
journal  ol  travel  and  adventure,  and  as 
such  makes  for  very  interesting  reading. 

TALES  OF  MY  PEOPLE.  By  Sholom  Asch. 
Translated  by  Meyer  Levin.  G.  P.  Putnam’s 
Son.  New  York.  1948.  272  pp.  $3.00. 

Dedicated  to  the  citizens  of  the  hell  holes 
of  Europe,  Sholom  Asch,  the  story  teller 
with  such  keen  insight  and  sympathy  for  his 
people  and  their  future,  who  feels  that  “in 
defeat  we  are  victorious;  in  death  we  are 
reborn,  gives  us  tales  about  a people  whose 
■spirit,  courage,  and  quiet  heroism,  have 
helped  them  face  a physical  death  but 
whose  spirit  never  will  be  broken. 

In  this  collection  are  found  the  story 
of  the  ninety-three  maidens  who  preferred 
death  to  life  in  an  SS  brothel;  the  story 
of  Yitc-he-Meir  who  prefers  death  to  the 
desecration  of  his  faith,  and  thereby  trans- 
forms the  cowed  group  of  Jewish  slave 
labourers  into  a congregation  reciting  the 
Kaddish  for  him;  the  little  Jewish  maiden 
who  has  escaped  from  German  hands,  and 
brings  her  baby  brother  to  the  nunnery, 
and  who  stays  only  on  condition  that  she 
and  her  brother  may  recite  their  Model) 
Ani  each  morning.

TEVYE'S  DAUGHTERS.  By  Sholom  Alei- 
cliem.  Crown  Publishers.  New  York.  1949. 
302  pp.  $3.00. 

This  is  a delightful  volume  translated 
bv  Frances  Butwin  who  has  retained  all  the 
flavour  and  nuances  of  the  Yiddish  idiom, 
in  the  English  version.  The  stories  are  en- 
tertaining, and  for  the  more  discerning,  give 
us  a true  picture  of  the  milieu  in  which 
Tevye  lived,  his  problems,  his  humor,  and 
his  faith.  All  told,  they  give  us  a picture 
of  the  typical  Jew  in  Europe  during  the 
late  19th  and  early  20th  centuries.

LEAVE  IT  TO  THE  PEOPLE.  By  Quentin 
Reynolds.  Random  House,  Inc.  1949.  341  pp.

Quentin  Reynolds  has  written  a fascinat- 
ing story  of  people  and  what  they  think. 
He  has  met  the  important  people  of 
Europe:  the  cab  drivers,  farmers,  tavern 
keepers,  workers,  etc.,  and  has  discovered 
through  the  eyes  of  the  common  people 
that  the  growing  force  in  Europe  is  de- 
mocracy, and  the  secret  weapon  for  this 
great  ideal,  is,  “the  people.”  Especially 
ot  interest  to  us  is  the  chapter  on  Israel, 
in  which,  too,  Quentin  Reynolds  meets  the 
people.  A timely  and  convincing  book. 

PRINCE  OF  THE  GHETTO.  By  Maurice 
Samuel.  Alfred  A.  Knopf.  New  York.  1948 
294  pp.  $3.00. 

Once  again,  Maurice  Samuel  has  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  to  us  the  spirit  and  the 
soul  of  the  original  Yiddish,  in  his  trans- 
lation of  Peretz.  This  book  is  unique  in 
that  Mr.  Samuel  so  successfully  presents  an 
inti  oduction  to  each  ol  the  stories,  in  which 
he  describes  Peretz,  his  career,  his  struggles 
against  the  influence  of  his  time,  and  his 
espousal  of  the  cause  of  the  underdog. 
Mi-.  Samuel  has  kept  in  his  translation  of 
(he  Hasidic  tales,  the  essence  and  mood 
of  the  original. 

1 his  is  a fine  volume  and  an  enjoyable 
one. 

THE  IMPATIENT  SAGES.  A legend  by 
Samuel  Lewin.  Woodcuts  by  Joseph  Budko. 
The  Beechurst  Press.  1948.  79  pp.  $5.00. 

The  Impatient  Sages  is  the  story  of  three 
C hasidic  Rabbis,  the  “Kosnitzer”,  the  “Lub- 
liner",  and  the  “Ritcheviler”,  and  their  fol- 
lowers. who  have  decided  that  since  so  much 
suffering  was  being  borne  by  the  Jews,  they 
must  storm  the  gates  of  heaven  and  demand 
that.  G-d  send  help  to  the  world  at  once. 

T lie  Lubliner,  the  Rabbi  who  initiated 
this  movement  meets  with  opposition, 
which  he  overcomes,  and  they  finally  set 
the  time  for  the  attack  upon  the  gates  of 
heaven.  It  is  to  take  place  during  the 
season  of  Rosh  Hashonoh  and  the  Ten 
Days  of  Penitence.  Their  weapons  are  to 
be  prayer  and  the  united  will  of  the  Rabbis 
and  the  people.  The  conflict  iq  described 
very  dramatically,  but,  alas,  the  outcome 
is  defeat.  All  their  efforts  are  in  vain  so 
long  as  sins  are  still  committed  on  earth. 
And  so,  the  world  can  not  be  redeemed. 

1 he  story  is  told  in  a fascinating  man- 
ner, and  the  description  of  hasidic  life  is 
most  intimate  and  touching.

KASHRUTH  IN  MOSCOW 

Mrs.  Goldie  Meyerson,  former  Israeli  Am- 
bassador to  the  Soviet  Union,  has  disclosed 
that  the  kitchen  of  the  Israeli  legation  in 
Moscow  will  be  “Kosher”  and  that  the  staff 
of  the  embassy  will  observe  the  Sabbath 
by  attending  the  Synagogue.  It,  does  not 
matter  whether  Airs.  Meyerson  and  her 
aides  are  “orthodox”  according  to  the  ac- 
cepted definition.  What  matters  is  that 
officials  of  Israel  representing  the  State 
uphold  the  law  without  which  the  Jewish 
national  determination  “to  renew  our  days 
as  of  old”  would  have  perished  long  ago.

They  are  the  testimony  and  seal  of  Jewish 
national  solidarity.  It  is  reassuring  to  know 
that  in  this  axiom  all  parties  in  Israel  are 
agreed.

A PHILOSOPHER 

Professor  Morris  Raphael  Cohen  held  the 
chair  of  philosophy  in  the  City  College  of 
New  York  for  over  twenty-five  years.  His 
name  holds-  a high  and  distinguished  place 
among  American  philosophers.  He  has  in- 
fluenced countless  numbers  of  leaders  in  the 
field  of  philosophy,  jurisprudence  and 
science.  In  his  autobiography  entitled  “A 
Dreamer’s  Journey”  he  declares  that  in  his 
early  manhood  he  renounced  Judaism  as  a 
religion  because  of  its  supernatural  ele- 
ments. bul  in  his  later  years  he  confessed 
to  the  wisdom  and  consolations  of  Jewish 
custom,  rite  and  ceremony.  He  discovered 
in  them  channels  through  which  the  an- 
guished spirit  of  Iris  people  found  release 
and  hope. 

TELL  YOUR  NON-JEWISH  FRIENDS 

Speaking  of  the  “Trichinosis  Problem” 
the  Merck  Report  states:  “The  disease  is 
caused  by  a small  roundworm  parasite, 
trichina-spiralis,  which  infests  man,  hogs, 
dogs,  rats,  cats  and  bears.  However,  human 
beings  usually  acquire  the  disease  from 
swine.  The  chief  source  of  human  trichin- 
osis is  the  eating  of  trichina-infected  pork 
from  hogs  fed  raw  garbage. 

“One  of  every  six  persons  examined  by 
the  National  Institute  of  Health  (II.S.A.) 
was  found  to  be  infected  with  trichinae. 
While  1,864  trichinosis  cases,  with  54 
deaths,  had  been  reported  in  New  York 
State  between  1930  and  1941,  this  was  no 
indication  at  all  of  the  size  or  importance 
of  the  problem,  for  trichinosis  is  not  read- 
ily recognized,  and  many  cases  are  not  re- 
ported to  the  health  authorities.”
